stant,’ it is by far the most moral of Farquhar’s plays; 
that, perhaps, is l'ttle praise, forthe ‘ Recruiting Officer,’ 
and the ‘ Beaux’ Stratagem,’ are decidedly the re- 
verse, But in spite of the liccntiousness of the writing, 
in many parts, the construction, the motive, the action 
of the play is not licentious; the’ characters are far 
from being utterly debased in their conception, or 
depraved in the sentiments they utter (excepting, of 
course, the companions of poor Mirabel’s last revel) ; 
the women, those surest criterions, by whose princi- 
ples and conduct may be formed the truest opinion of 
the purity ofthe socialatmosphere,—the women, though 
free in their manners and language (it was the 
fashion of their times, and of the times before them, 
when words did not pass for deeds, either good or bad), 
are essentially honest women; and Bizarre, coarse as 
her expressions may appear, has yet more real deli- 
cacy than poor Oriana, whose womanly love causes 
her too far to forget her womanly pride. Of the 
catastrophe of this play, and its frightfully pointed 
moral, little need be said to prove that its effect is likely 
to be far more wholesome, because far more homely, 
than that of most theatrical inventions; invention, 
indeed, it is not, and its greatest interest, as, perhaps, 
its chief utility, is drawn from the circumstance of its 
being a faithful representation of a situation of un- 
eaaaed horror, in which the author himself was placed, 
and from which he was rescued precisely as he extri- 
cates his hero. Of the truth and satirical power of the 
dialogue, none who understand it can dispute, and if, 
instead of attaching themselves to the farcical romping 
of Bizarre and her ungallant lover, the modest critics 
of this play had devoted some attention to the dialogues 
between young and old Mirabel, their nice sense of 
decency would have been less shocked, and they might 
have found themselves repaid by some of the most 
pointed, witty, and pithy writing in the English dra- 
matic literature. I am much obliged to such of my 
friends as lamented that I had to personate Farquhar’s 
impertinent heroine; for my own good part, I would 
as lief be such an one, as either Jane Shore, Mrs. 
Haller, Lady Macbeth, or the wild woman Bianca, I 
know that great crimes have a species of evil grandeur 
in them; they spring only from a powerful soil, they 
are in their very magnitude respectable. I know that 
mighty passions have in their very excess a frightful 
majesty, that asserts the vigour of natures from which 
they rise; and there is as little similarity between them, 
and the base, degraded, selfish, cowardly tribe of petty 
larceny vices with which human societies abound, as 
there is between the caterpillar blight, that crawls over 
a fertile district, gnawing it away inch-meal, and the 
thunderbolt that scathes or the earthquake that 
swallows the same region, in its awful mission of 
destruction. But I maintain that freedom of expression 
and manner is by no means an indication of laxity of 
morals, and again repeat that Bizarre is free in her 
words, but notin her principles. ‘The authoress of the 
most graceful and true analysis of Shakspere’s female 
characters has offered a better vindication of their 
manners than I could write; I can only say I pity sin- 
cerely all those who, passing over the exquisite purity, 
delicacy, and loveliness of their conception, dwell male 
upon modes of expression which belong to the times 
in which their great creatorlived. With respect to the 
manner in which audiences are affected by what they 
hear on the stage, I cannot but think that gentlemen 
who wish their wives and daughters to hear no language 
of an exceptionable nature had better make themselves 
acquainted with what they take them to see, or, at all 
events, avoid, when in the theatré, attracting their at- 
tention to expressions which their disapprobation serves 
only to bring into notice, and which had much better 
escape unheard, or at least unheeded. Voluminous as 
this note has become, I cannot but add one word with 
respect to the members of the profession to which I 
have belonged. Many actresses that I have known, in 
the performance of unvirtuous or unlovely characters 
(I cannot, however, help remembering that they were 
also secondary parts), have thought fit to impress the 
audience with the wide difference between their assumed 
and real disposition, by acting as ill and looking as 
cross as they possibly could, which could not but be a 
great satisfaction to any moral audience. I have seen 
this done by that fine partin Milman’s ‘ Fazio,’ Alda 

bella, repeatedly, and not unfrequently by the Queen in 
‘Hamlet,’ Margarita in ‘Rule a Wife and have a 
Wife’ (Iscarcely wonder at that, though), and even by 
our Shakspere’s Lady Falconbridge. I think this is a 
mistake; the audience, I believe, never forget that the 
actress is not indeed the wicked woman she seems. 
In one instance that might have been the case, perhaps. 
I speak of a great artist whose efforts I never witnessed, 
but whose private excellence I have a near right to 
rejoice in, and who was as true in her performance of 
the wretch Millwood, as in her personifications of 
Shakspere’s grandest creations.” 


Of personal criticism the following is especially 
striking :— 

“T am far from advocating that most imperfect 
conception and embodying of a part which Kean allows 
himself: literally acting detached passages alone, and 
leaving all the others, and the entire character indeed, 
utterly destitute of unity, or the semblance of any 
COBESTEDOY, whatever. But Kean and my father are 
immediately each other’s antipodes, and, in adopting 
their different styles of acting, it is evident that each 
has been guided as much by his own physical and 
intellectual individuality, as by any fixed principle of 
art. The one, Kean, possesses particular physical 
qualifications; an eye like an orb of light; a voice, 
exquisitely touching and melodious in its tenderness, 
and in the harsh dissonance of vehement passion 
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effect: these give him an entire mastery over his 
audience in all striking, sudden, impassioned passages ; 
in fulfilling which he has contented himself, leaving 
unheeded what he probably could not compass, the 
unity of conception, the refinement of detail, and 
evenness of execution. My father possesses certain 
physical defects: a faintness of colouring in the face 
and eye, a weakness of voice; corresponding intel- 
lectual deficiencies, a want of intensity, vigour, and 
concentrating power: these circumstances have led 
him (probably unconsciously) to give his attention and 
study to the finer and more fleeting shades of charac- 
ter, the more graceful and delicate manifestations of 
feeling, the exquisite variety of all minor parts, the 
classic keeping of ahighly wrought whole; to all these, 
polished and refined tastes, an acute sense of the 
beauty of harmonious proportions, and a native grace, 
gentleness, and refinement of mind and manner, have 
been his prompters; but they cannot inspire those 
startling and tremendous bursts of passion, which 
belong to the highest walks of tragedy, and to which 
he never gave their fullest expression. I fancy my 
aunt Siddons united the excellences of both these 
styles.”

In reference to the word Journal we have some- 
times been puzzled at Fanny’s adoption of it; for 
she expresses the most supreme contempt for gen- 
tlemen connected with the press, ‘ Here,” she 
says, ‘I do solemnly declare, never again with 
my own good will to become acquainted with any 
man in any-way connected with the public press. 
They are utterly unreliable people, generally ; 
their vocation requires that they should be so; and 
the very few exceptions I must forego, for, how- 
ever I might like them, I can neither respect nor 
approve of their trade; for trade it is in the vilest 
sense of the word.” She then proceeds to say, 
“‘ Dined at five.” Butis it possible that good di- 
gestion could wait on appetite after a tirade so rife 
of the deepest ingratitude? What would the 
Kembles have been but for the class she so flip- 
pantly, repudiates? Acting would in very truth 
have been nonsense—for the actor is seen and 
known only through the press. But, not to bandy 
words in answer to impressions penned hastily — 
and probably now changed altogether—let us 
hasten to welcome a woman of undoubted genius 
—one to whom we yield our homage of an tlus- 
tration—back to the sphere of her former triumphs. 
Much speculation is abroad as to the reasons why 
Mrs. Butler, after a lapse of eighteen years (she 
made her first appearance in London on the dth 
of March, 1829, and was then 18 years of age), 
should resume her former profession; for it has 
been generally supposed that her husband (who is 
American by birth) had a considerable fortune of 
his own, and that she was herself wealthy at the 
period of her marriage. It is indeed said that the 
love of acting is never obliterated; and this may 
account for the reluctance with which “ fare- 
wells’ are taken, as well as their repetition; and 
also for the frequent returns to the stage—among 
the most conspicuous of which is that of Mrs. 
Butler. Her success at Manchester, and in the 
provinces generally, is likely to be the harbinger 
of a still greater—here. Mrs. Butler’s style is re- 
markable for its suddenness of effect; and in so 
far she resembles the elder Kean; her eye is good ; 
her pronunciation modulated and clear; her ac- 
tion less graceful than impressive. Her drama of 
“ Francis the First’’ is clever as a conventional 
composition—but nothing more.

SPAIN, 

Manprip.— On the 11th the Count de Altamira 
gave a splendid banquet, at which her Majesty was 
present, in honour of his eldest son’s marriage with 
the Infante Don Francisco de Paula’s daughter, 
the “King’s” sister. On the 14th the news of 
Don Miguel’s late movement had reached that 
city, and it was said that the Spanish Government 
had decided on assisting the Queen of Portugal if 
her throne was scriously endangered. ‘The two 
Banks of St. Ferdinand and Isabella had united. 
Accounts from Madrid of the 17th state that the 
debate on the address was to commence next day 
in the Chamber of Deputies, and although some 
ninety members who were zealous supporters of 
the Isturitz Cabinet were reckoned less favourable 
to the new Administration, it was not expected 
that their hostility would be seriously manifested 
in the impending discussion. More opposition 
was likely to be made about the Tariffs Bill. 
General Oraa had taken possession of the war de- 
partment. General Pezuela had just resigned the 
captain-generalship of Madrid, and it was ge- 
nerally said that either General Conda or General 
Armero would be his successor. Two of the 
journals state orders to have been issued for the 
apprehension of Don Miguel, should he land on 
the Spanish coast. The Heraldo mentions the re- 
inforcement of troops and ordnance that have been 
sent to the Balearic Islands, and derives, as it re- 
cords, its advices from Vittoria, according to which, 
before a month elapses, Generals Alzaa, Villareal, 
and the Marquis de Valdespina will make their 
appearance in the mountains of Guipuzcoa and 
Navarre, with forces sufficient to stir up the whole 
country in favour of the Conde de Montemolin. 
The Clamor Publico adverts to some printed pro- 
clamations of the conde just circulated, which 
promise an ample and general amnesty, from the 
benefits of which Generals Maroto, Rodil, No- 
gueras, and Balboa are alone excluded. 


PORTUGAL. 

Lispon, Monday, Feb. 15.—(Extract of a letter 
from Oporto, Feb. 10.)—This morning a detach- 
ment of artistas, commanded by Baron Almeirim, 
came in from the south, bringing prisoners the 
Queen’s authorities of Aveiro, lately established 
there by Saldanha. They were received with a 
band of music, &c. Cazal continues in Vianna, 
Antas in Barcellos, Almargeni in Braga, and 
Cezar in Penafiel. Since Macdonald’s death, the 
junction of the two parties has been completed, 
so that, although Saldanha has no more enemies, 
the junta have gained strength. It is said that 
Solla was to be in Villa Real yesterday, where 
Vinhaes and Lapa have been for some days past, 
and that to-morrow they would all march for Ama- 
ranthe, where there is a small Miguelite force, and 
that, when they get into the Minho, Saldanha 
would proceed to Carvoeiro and cross the Douro, 
and Cazal would also break up from Vianna, and 
all would join near Oporto. Various stories are 
told about Antas—that he is going to attack Cazal 
—that he has taken the best troops away from the 
city to let Saldanha have less to do; he has with 
him Cacadores, 2nd and 7th, 280 men each; 2nd 
infantry, 500; 12th infantry, 200; different small 
bodies, 500; and eight pieces of artillery, with 
800 artistas; but it is believed that his real inten- 
tion is, to collect the decimas and get what milho 
and other things he can, though it seems rather 
strange that he should leave the city unprotected 
and Saldanha so close. Cezar has the 7th Infantry, 
artistas and populares, all about 1200 men. 

The blockading ships have again made their ap- 
yearance—Donna Maria, Serra do Pillar, and 

ouro. On Thursday the brig Don Pedro came 
off, and near in close under the castle; the frigate 
fired four shots at her, which of course missed 
her. She came to anchor, and in a short time the 
Duke de Porto went out and towed her in. Yes- 
terday four English vessels were warned off—the 
Oporto, of Dublin; Luzitania and Essay, of Lon- 
don; to-day the two brigs only are off. The 
Thetis and America were off a couple of days. 
The Nautilus came in on Friday, and Bloodhound 
on the 6th. 

RUSSIA, 

The Gazelte des Tribunanx publishes a decree of 
the Emperor Nicholas, dated the 6th inst., pro- 
hibiting conversions to any other creed than the 
Greeo- Russian religion. According to the pro- 
visions of that intolerant and despotic enactment, 
any persnn abjuring the Greco-Russian religion is 
to be placed at the disposal of the ecclesiastical 
authorities ; his property is to be confiscated, and, 
if he does not re-enter the bosom of the church by 
law established within a given period, he is to be 
confined for life in a convent. Should the prose- 
lyte haye children under age, the Government 
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undertakes to decide on their fate. Any individual 
who should advise another to abjure the tenets of 
that religion shall forfeit all his prerogatives and 
civil rights, and be banished for ever to Western 
Siberia. Persons preaching or publishing doc- 
trines calculated to shake the faith of the true 
believers incur a similar penalty when guilty of 
the offence for the third time. The fathers and 
mothers professing the Greco-Russian religion who 
should cause their children to be baptized by the 
ministers of another Christian sect are to be 
punished by two years’ imprisonment, deprived of 
their children, who are to be confided to the care 
of Greco-Russian members of their families; and, 
if they have no relatives professing that creed, the 
Government will entrust them to guardians of its 
own choosing. The clergyman of any other per- 
suasion who should receive the abjuration of a 
Greco-Russian is to be deprived of his situation 
and of all the prerogatives attached to it. Catholic 
clergymen, moreover, are forbidden, in the western 
provinces, to retain in their service any person 
belonging to the Greco-Russian religion, under 
the penalty of forty effective roubles (£7 8s.) per 
servant. 


TURKEY. 

Public order was disturbed on the 18th ult. 
The French consul had, at the request of the 
Greek vice-consul, taken under his protection two 
Greeks accused of the murder of a Turk, but 
against whom there was no proof. They were or- 
dered to be put to the torture to extort confes- 
sion, and the infliction had commenced when the 
French consul interfered. One of the prisoners 
had already suffered much, but the consul forcibly 
took him out of the hands of the executioner, and 
delivered both prisoners to the Greek consul. The 
mob then attacked the house of the French consul, 
and called upon him to have the men delivered up 
to them. The consul remained firm, and the mob 
withdrew after convincing themselves that the two 
Greeks were not at the French consulate. The 
French ambassador has demanded from the divan 
reparation for the insult to the consul. 

Jan. 28.—On Tuesday, the 26th inst., a fire 
was discovered about six o’clock in the evening in 
a dwelling-house near the theatre, Pera. An in- 
stant attempt was made to get the fire subdued, 
but the means not proving adequate to extinguish 
the flames, it became a matter of certainty that 
not only this dwelling-house, but the adjoining 
premises, must fall a prey to the destructive 
element. Upon the first alarm being raised, ex- 
presses were sent to the engine-stations with intel- 
ligence of the disaster, but the light thrown out 
by the flames was so intense that it became a far 
more speedy messenger of danger than the parties 
sent. Indeed, by nine o’clock, it was feared that 
a considerable part of Pera would be enveloped in 
flame. An abundant supply of water was scattered 
over the fire, and an intense activity on the part 
of the populace had not until ten o’clock the 
desired effect of cutting off the progress of the 
fire just as it had communicated with Galata Se- 
raglio on one side of the street, and the house of 
the British ambassador on the other. The houses 
and shops which became a prey to the devour- 
ing element were situated between Galata Se- 
raglio and a storehouse opposite the house of the 
British ambassador on one side of the street, and 
on the opposite side from the end of the fish- 
market to the house of the ambassador. ‘The 
number of houses destroyed cannot amount to less 
than fifty, and these quite the élite of Pera. Had 
the evening been dry and the wind high, nothin 
could have prevented the greater part of Pera, an 
perhaps Galata, from being consumed. The houses 
destroyed are principally the property of Arme- 
nians, and tenanted by Greeks. 

GREECE. 

Aruens, Jan. 30.—Fracas at Kina Orno’s 
Baii.—On the 24th of this month Colonel Chami 
Karataso, the King’s aide-de-camp, applied to M. 
Musurus, the Turkish Envoy Extraordinary, and 
Minister Plenipotentiary here, to countersign his 
passport for Constantinople. He was told that the 
thing was impossible, as the Turkish Government 
had prohibited his entering the Ottoman do- 
minions. 

The next evening there was a Court ball, to 
which M. Musurus and his beautiful wife, the 
daughter of the Prince of Samos, were invited, 
together with about 200 of the élite of the capital. 
As usual the corps diplomatique, before the entrance 
of their Majesties, were drawn up to receive them 
in a semicircle, according to their rank and 
seniority. Atthis moment M. Coletti was sent for 
by the King, and remained absent for about a 
quarter of an hour, an unusual event, calculated to 
put every one on the qui vive. At last their Ma- 
jesties entered. The King first spoke to Sir Ed- 
mund Lyons, then to M, Piscatory, next to Baron 
Werther, and then, going up to M, Musurus, said, 
ina loud tone, “Sir, I think the King of Greece 
had a right to expect more respect from you;” 
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and immediately walked on without giving the 
astonished representative of the Sultan an oppor- 
tunity to reply. 

M. Musurus’ first step was to discover from M. 
Coletti that this royal insult was on the plea that 
he had shown a want of respect in refusing to 
countersign the passport of a royal aide-de-camp, 
to enable him to go and revolutionize ‘Turkey. 
His next was to attend to his wife, who, being in 
an interesting situation, was greatly alarmed, ex- 
pecting, too, no doubt, like every one else, that, as 
royalty had so far lowered itself as to forget the 
respect due to a high representative of a foreign 
power, and that representative at the time a bidden 
guest in the palace of the insulting party, they 
might next see the same high personage taking off 
his coat to have a regular royal stand-up fight, 
instead of a polka. 
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AMERICA. 4 

By the packet-ship Oxford, Captain Teaton, we 
have advices from New York to the 4th instant 
inclusive. 

In the Senate, on the 30th ult., the Army Bill 
was taken up on Mr. Hannegan’s amendment, 
which was ‘‘to give 160 acres of land to all who 
serve twelve months in the army in Mexico,’’—Mr., 
Simmons renewed his amendment to the bill, 
leaving it optional with the soldier to either take 
land or receive 100 dollars in Six per Cent 
Stock.—This was received, and the county land 
amendment of Mr. Hannegan, as amended by 
Mr. Simmons, was then agreed to. 

Accounts from the seat of war are interesting. 
General Taylor had entered Victoria with General 
Quitman on the 9th. General Quitman drove the 
Mexicans before him the last 80 or 40 miles before 
entering Victoria, the Mexicans retreating on one 
side of the town as General Quitman entered on 
the other. The Mexican soldiers seen in the 
neighbourhood of Saltillo are supposed to have 
been advanced parties of some 1500 or 2000 
men, kept between Saltillo and San Luis to destroy 
the water-tanks, in case the American army should 
move in force in the direction of San Luis. It is 
said that there are numerous Mexican forces, 
mostly cavalry, at Tulla. On the Ist of January 
General Taylor sent Colonel May forward to 
examine the mountain passes between Monte- 
morelos and Lebradores. On his return, having 
taken another pass leading to Linases, he was 
attacked by a body of Mexicans, and his rear cut 
off, by rolling stones into the pass, which was 
scarcely wide enough for a single horseman, 
Colonel May managed to get through with the 
main body of his force. 

General Shields had left Tampico on the 10th, 
with 600 men, with the supposed intention of 
opening communications with General Taylor at 
Victoria; 2000 or 3000 Mexican troops were be- 
tween Tampico and Victoria, with which it was 
supposed General Shields might have an engage- 
ment, 

A frightful steam-boat explosion took place at 
New Orleans on the 21st of December: twenty 
persons were killed and many others wounded. 

A lady of New York had offered a gift of fifty 
barrels of corn-meal for the destitute Irish. Messrs. 
Hallebut and Co. offered to carry them gratis to 
Dublin ; and afterwards twenty-five additional bar- 
rels were offered by the daughters of the same 
lady. 

INDIA. 
(From the Bombay Times of Jan. 15.) 

One of those sudden alternations from peace to 
war, and war to peace, has once more thrown on 
our hands a home despatch almost wholly devoid 
of interest. The treaty with the Sikhs was duly 
ratitied betwixt Dhuleep Singh and the Governor- 
General on Christmas-day; and the two august 
personages just named were again to meet at La- 
hore on New Year’s-day. Four Sikh corps are 
being raised, to form, with other troops, a frontier 
brigade at Peshawur, under command of Captain 
Lawrence, of the 11th Cavalry. Orders have been 
issued for the reduction of the Scinde field force by 
about seven thousand men. Sir C. Napier has 
been raised to the rank of lieutenant-general, and 
attached to the staff of India. From Cabool we 
learn that Akhbar Khan, having in vain en- 
deavoured to persuade his father, Dost Mohamed, 
from having anything to say to the vakeel deputed 
to his court by the Governor-General, had, through 
sheer wantonness, proceeded to and plundered a 
village near Charekar. Our vakeel was ordered to 
request of the old Ameer to use his best endeavours 
to have liberated and sent to India all those of the 
late Cabool army who might be in captivity either 
in his own dominions or those of surrounding coun- 
tries. Fresh disturbances have broken out among 
the Khoords of Goomsoor, consequent on the mea- 
sures pursued by our agent for the suppression of the 
barbarous sacrifices of human beings periodically 
performed by them. The town of Madras has 
lately been visited by cholera, but at the latest 
dates it was on the decline. The country, with 
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this exception, is healthy throughout, and the 
weather cool and agreeable. The Hon. Mr, Tho- 
mason, Lieutenant-Governor of the North Western 
Provinces, quitted Neemuch for Indore on the 
28th ult. The Marquis of Tweeddale returns to 
Madras on the 18th inst. Mr. George Russell 
Clerk, our new governor, is expected at Bombay 
about the 24th, The Hon. Mr. Reid and family 
quit Parell to make way for him on the 20th. 
A ball in their honour is at present in contem- 
plation. . The whole of her Majesty’s 17th, and 
part of her Majesty's 86th, have returned to 
Bombay from Scinde: the former shortly leaves 
for England. 
CAPE OF GOOD HOPE, 

By the unfortunate vessel, Brechin Castle, ship- 
wrecked off the Welsh coast, we have received 
Cape of Good Hop? papers of the 28rd of Decem- 
ber. The news which they contain is very satis- 
factory. The Kaflirs were laying down their arms 
more freely, and bringing in the stolen cattle. ‘The 
mother of the celebrated chief Sandilla had visited 
the Governor to solicit pardon for her son; but it 
was very properly remarked to her that his Excel- 
lency did not make war upon women, and that 
the chief must come himself. Accordingly, San- 
dilla appeared, and brought with him a number of 
his most influential followers, cattle, and arms. 
Umhalla, the chief of the Slambie tribes, had made 
his submission, as the Governor had determined 
no longer to recognise the authority «f chiefs west 
of the river Kei. The chief admitted himself 
fairly worsted, and preferred the British rule to the 
protection of the neigbouring Kaffir ruler, Kreli.

IRELAND. 

Private reports speak very unfavourably of the 
progress of Mr. O’Connell’s indisposition. 

A fire broke out on Friday morning in the large 
bacon-store of Mr. George Courtenay, situate in 
William-street, Waterford, which totally destroyed 
the building, and property valued at £7000. Mr. 
Courtenay was from home; but the premises are 
said to have been insured. 

A policeman, named Jacob Webb, has signalised 
himself this week by running off with Miss Honora 
Macmahon, an heiress possessed of £2000 per an- 
num, and a native of Newcastle, county of L'me 
rick, Having overcome all obstacles and evaded 
an active pursuit, and married the lady, he has 
now retired from the constabulary. 
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The parcel containing £1500, sent from the 
Nenagh branchof the Tipperary Bank to Limerick, 
was found in a stable of the Limerick coach-office. 
Tie boy who was taken up on suspicion has made 
a full confession of his guilt. 

A man has been committed to Maryborough Fre 
for a murder committed thirty-six years ago. | he 
murder was perpetrated at the fair of Mayo, 1n the 
Queen’s county. The accused is now seventy 
years of age, and has been residing part of the 
time since the event in America, and the Te- 
mainder in Meath. He has been fully identified 
by witnesses to the crime. 

The accounts from Cork are becoming more and 
more gloomy, getting, in truth, from bad to worse 

It is stated thata gentleman in Kilmurry, county 
of Cork, has recently purchased seventeen horses, 
at five shillings each, to feed his hounds. The 
owners were small farmers, who had no food or 
them—who had no seed grain, and therefore 
wanted not horses 

In Leitrim the governor of the workhouse has 
died of fever; and from Monday, the 8th, to Wed- 
nesday, the 10th inst., fourteen of the inmates have 
died, two of fever and twelve of dysentery. 

PROVINCIAL. 

At the Bristol Police Court, on Wednesday, ® 
young and handsome lady named Sarah Outeridg® 
who is said to be well connected, was placed at the 
bar upon suspicion of having set fire to five rooms 
at Langley’s boarding house, Cumberland-street 
St. Paul's. It appeared from the evidence of the 
numerous witnesses examined that Miss Outeridge 
is the sister of a lady named Meredith, who, W! 
her husband and child and Mr. Meredith’s mothet, 
had come about a week since from Lancashire 
take up their residence in Bristol, and had taken 
apartments for a time in Mr, Langley’s house. On 
Tuesday evening Mr. and Mrs. Meredith went 0b 
and Miss Outeridge remained at home in charge 
of their young child. At about twenty minutes 
past seven o’clock some persons who were passing 
along Cumberland-street observed that one of the 
bedrooms overlooking the street was on fires 
They immediately gave the alarm, and when the 
family went up stairs they found that the furniture 
and bedding in the room occupied by Miss Outeridge 
and Mrs. Meredith, senior, were in flames. With 
the assistance of some neighbours the fire was ¢*- 
tinguished. At repeated intervals of about half am 
hour’s duration, no less than five distinct rooms 
were found successively on fire. The evidences 
which failed to show any motive, was of a merely 
circumstantial character. It was proved that the 
prisoner was seen in one of the bedrooms shortly 
before it caught fire, and also that she was in the 
parlour a few minutes before that was seen in flames; 
but a servant was with her for the whole time, 
within a few momen's of the whole time. It w4§ 
likewise shown that Miss Outeridge had been told 
that she was last up stairs and must have set the 
room on fire, and she said that she supposed she 
must, but her brother would pay the damage 
The examination was proceeding when our account 
left.—Morning Post. 

Early on Sunday morning last a feeling of the 
deepest regret prevailed in Swansea by the an 
nouncement of a most distressing shipwreck, with 
all hands and passengers sacrificed, having occurre 
in the course of the previous night on the coast 
westward of Mumbles Head. The vessel prove 
to be the Brechin Castle, 400 tons burden, home- 
ward bound to that port from Port Adelaide, wit 
the Australian mail on board. The crew num- 
bered about sixteen, and the following were pas~ 
sengers :—Mr. Winterbottom, Mrs, Winterbottom 
and her child, Mr. Fairburn, Mrs. Fairburn an 
child, and four others, names not exactly know? 
The mail-bag, containing the Port Adelaide papers 
and letters, which had been washed out of the 
wreck, was immediately forwarded in the state 2 
which it was found to London. The ship and 
cargo are valued at £20,000, and are reported t0 
have been fully insured. 

An alarming fire occurred at Newcastle on Tues- 
day afternoon, attended by melancholy and fatal 
consequences. It originated in the premises ° 
Messrs. Copeland and Jones, wholesale chemists, 
on the Sand-hill. It appears that the clerk, Mr. 
Nicholas Moody, and a labourer of the name ° 
John Bowman, were sealing a carboy of turpen: 
tine, and while melting the wax with a heate 
iron over the bung the turpentine became ignites 
and the two unfortunate individuals were instantly 
enveloped in flames, which extended rapidly 1 
every direction, bursting other vessels by the 1° 
tensity of the heat, so that in a very few minutes 
the place was engulphed in liquid fire. Moody 
and Bowman, with their clothes ignited and sur 
rounded by flame, rushed down stairs, over whic 
the turpentine was flowing in copious streams, 80 
became further ignited. Bowman, having rea 
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not do so; and it was with great difficulty he 
served himself, Verdict, “ Accidental death.’ 
On Tuesday week nine persons left Bideford in 
the omnibus for Torrington, Devonshire, most of 
them for the purpose of attending the market at 
the latter place. On passing the quay at Bideford 
the horse took fright. and plunged into the sea, 
when, dreadful to relate, eight out of the nine 
were drowned, the tide being | up at the time. The 
driver of the vehicle was saved. The same evening 
of the melancholy event above recorded, a man 
named Richard Prince, of Clovelly, fell over the 
quay, it is supposed when in a state of intoxica- 
tion, and was picked up the following morning. A 
considerable sum of money was found in his pocket. 
An inquest was held on the body, and a verdict of 
“ Accidental death”’ recorded, 
On Saturday an inquest was held at the Bell Inn, 
Bromley, be fore Mr. C. J. Cartar, coroner for 
Kent, respecting the death of William Robert Ray, 
aged forty-four years, a dealer in corn, residing in 
that town. It appeared that the deceased, on ‘the 
previous Sunday, a'tended church, and afterwards 
told several of his friends that the minister, in his 
sermon, had poiutedly alluded to him in reference 
to the church rates, and notwithstanding the 
assurance of his friends that it was entirely a de- 
lusion he was not satisfied. On Thursday se’nnight 
his body was discovered in a piece of water called 
the Moat, adjoining the palace of the Bishop of 
Rochester, quite dead. The place where he was 
found is within a few minutes’ walk of his ow n 
house. <A verdict of ‘Temporary derangement” 
as returned. Tine deceased was a widow er, with 
two children. Five years since a brother of de- 
ceased, a surgeon, at ‘Bromley, committed suicide 
by blowing out his brains with a fowling piece, 
under similsr circumstances. 
A poor man named William Miller, by trade a 
bellhanger, was on ‘Tuesday morning discovered 
in a sunken fence, in Porkington P: ark, Oswestry ; 
his right leg was broken, and the features dis- 
figured by vermin. He had not been since Monday 
night, the 8th inst., and, is supposed, had taken a 
near cut across the park, and in leaping the fence 
broken his leg, and perished through the incle- 
mency of the weather. 
Early on W ednesday morning last a fire broke 
out on the premises of the Queen’s Head Inn, New- 
town, Montgomeryshire. Nearly the whole of the 
premises, together with the furniture, were con- 
sumed. We are grieved to add that Mr. Peplow, 
landlord of the inn, the ostler, and Mr. Perry, 
maltster, of Clunton, near Bishop’s Castle (the 
latter staying there for the night), were all burnt 
to death. 
On Sunday evening a large corn-stack, containing 
forty quarters of w he vat, near the high road, about 
a mile from Strood, on the road from Gravesend to 
Rochester, was set on fire by some malicious 
person, and was entirely consumed. 
A destructive fire broke out on Saturday evening, 
about five o’clock, on the farm of Mr. B. Withers, 
of Cherry Down Farm, near Clerken-green, about 
three miles from Basingstoke. The general im- 
pression is that the fire was caused by an incendi- 
ary. Strong suspicion rests on one person, Mr. 
Withers is insured to nearly the whole amount of 
his loss. The destruction and damage is said to 
amount to between £1000 and £2000. 
On Friday week, about seven o’clock, a high 
wind from N.W,, blowing with the force of a hur- 
ricane, unroofed one of the carriage manufactories 
of Messrs Catt and Quadling, on the Handford- 
road, and the walls falling in on eitherside, several 
elegant carriages just completed for the Ipswich 
Railway Company were covered with the ruins. 
The manufactory was about one hundred feet in 
length. 
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On Saturday, at the Marylebone vestry, Mr. Flood, 
ve-try-clerk, aunounced the receipt of £110, being 
a dividend on a debt due to the parish by Mr. 
Chambers, the late banker. Mr. Daniel, as chair- 
man of the committee appointed by the vestry to 
eee the opposition to the proposed Regent's 

Canal Railway, brought up a petition to Parlia- 
ment for the approbation of the vestry. The peti- 
tion was unanimously adopted, and it was resolved 
that Sir B. Hall should be requested to present 
the same to the House of Commons.—Respecting 
the opposition to this bill, a correspondent of 
Douglas Jerrold’s Newspaper makes the followi ing 
remarks :—“ If the company would construct their 

railway in the bottom of the canal, on the plan of 
a railw: ay ina cutting, and abolish the water, it 
would at once silence all opposition in Parliament, 
and reconcile thousands of dissatisfied persons out 
of Parliament. ‘The canal is a nuisance, as any 
one wiil testify who lives close to it, and sees three 
or four dead dogs in various places tainting the 
atmosphere with putrefaction ; besides, the stream 
is sapping the foundations of houses along its 
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vicinity, as surely as damp arises upwards, spoiling 
or destroying pictures, books, clothes, and furni- 
ture. And I cannot but think that it is far behind 
the improvements of the age to persist in keeping 
up the snail-pace system of barge-conveyance of 
goods,” 

The thirtieth anniversary festival of the Royal 
Infirmary tor Children was celebrated, on Tuesday, 
at the London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street, Lord 
Ashley in the chair, supported by Mr. A. K. Bar- 
clay, Mr. J. Braby, Mr. Peto, Mr. W. C. Dendy, 
Dr. West, and about seventy other gentlemen, 
who are friends of the charity. The report of the 
medical committee for 1846 announced that during 
the past twelve months 5585 children had been ad- 
mitted as patients. The secretary read a list of 
subscriptions, from which it appeared that those 
for the hospital fund amounted to £305. 9s. 6d. ; 
the annual donations to the funds of the insti- 
tution to £115. 7s.; and the annual subscriptions 
towards its support to £114. 16s. 6d. Amongst 
the subscribers were—The Queen, £21 ; the Queen 
Dowager, £10; Mr. Barclay and his ‘friends, 50 
guineas; the Chairman, 5 guineas ; the Secretary 
(for the hospital fund), 20 guineas ; Mr. Peto, 20 
guineas, and £100 when the hospital shall have 
been finished ; Dr. West, 25 guineas, and £25 when 
the hospital ‘shall have been finished ; Mr. J. F. 
Crook, 10 guineas; Dr. Baylis, 15 guineas; Dr. 
Willshire and friends, 22 guineas, &c. 

The interior of the House of Lords, and the 
fittings-up of the various apartments, are progress- 
ing with great rapidity, and will, it is said, be com-' 
pleted for their lordships’ reception after the en- 
suing Easter recess. The herald-painters are now 
busily employed in the emblazoning the arms of 
the various Lord Chancellors. In the public hall 
amagnificent flooring, composed of Menton’s co- 
loured encaustic tiles, is being laid down. The 
outer gates of their lordships’ house are brass, and 
of superb workmanship. 

An application was made last week to the ma- 
gistrate at Marylebone Police Court, by Mr. Ash- 
down, a saddler, of Park-lane, Dorset -square, 
respecting the disappearance of his little child, 
aged a year and a half, and his servant. Mr. Ash- 
down stated that on Tuesday se’nnight his servant, 
a girl of fifteen, took the child out for a walk, and 
nothing more had been heard of them, notwith- 
standing the most active search had pe made, 
The child, since the father’s application, has been 
discovered under the following mysterious circum- 
stances :——'The servant girl states that on the Tues- 
day whilst in Baker-street, Portman-square, she put 
the child down whilst she stooped at a doorway 
lacing her boot, after doing which she was alarmed 
at not seeing anything of the child. Being alarmed 
at not finding her child, she did not return to her 
mistress till the next day. Between seven and 
eight o’clock on the Tuesday evening, as a policeman 
on duty in Judd-street, Battle- bridge (a distance 
of nearly two miles from Baker-street), was pass- 
ing a gentleman’s garden he heard the cries of a 
child. He informed the occupants, and on going 
into the garden they found the child, who must 
have been put there, as the railings were about 
five feet high, and there is no space for the child 
to creep through. In further proof that the child 
was carried away and placed where it was found, 
the streets on that day were very muddy, and the 
little thing’s shoes were unsoiled. It was taken to 
the station-house for that night, and the next 
morning conveyed to St. Pancras workhouse, where 
it remained until the following Thursday night, 
when its parents were traced out. 

On Friday morning, about five o’clock, the 
neighbourhood of Sun-street, Bishopsgate- -street, 
was placed in a state of alarm, in consequence of 
the falling down of the whole of the boundary 
wall of the Sun Tavern. ‘The utmost consternation 
prevailed at the moment among the inmates, of 
w om there were eighteen in the house, the whole 
being in bed. Mrs. Windus, the proprietress of 
the house, instantly got up, and in a few minutes 
some of the lodgers, with their children, came 
down stairs in their night dress. As the eldest 
son, and one of the lodgers, were not among them, 
a person proceeded to ) the attic, who found them 
both in bed, and they were sound asleep. Fortu- 
nately no injury of any serious consequence was 
received by any one. 

On Monday last a commission de Junatico 
inquirendo was opened at the residence of George 
Cole, Esq., 78, Edgware-road, before Mr. Commis- 
sioner Winslow and a special jury, to inquire as to 
the state of the above-named George Cole, a gen- 
tleman of the very advanced age of eighty-three 
years, and possessed of property to the va ue of 
nearly £12,000. His income arose from the for- 
tune he had acquired in the business of a wine- 
merchant, which he had long and_ successfully 
carried on in Southmolton-street. Some four or 
five years back his memory became impaired, and 
he now imagined that his wife, who died in June 
last, is still aliye, and he talks to her as though 
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she was present, and he thinks that he constantly 
sees her at breakfast. His property consists chiefly 
of life annuities, and as the respective offices decline 
to pay him in his present condition these proceed- 
ings were rendered necessary. Witnesses were 
examined to support the statement of the counsel, 
and the jury returned a verdict, ‘‘That George 
Cole was of unsound mind, incapable of managing 
himself and his affairs, and had been so since Feb- 
ruary 1, 1844.” 

On Monday an inquest was held before Mr. Baker, 
at the King’s Arms, Prospect-place, Bethnal-green, 
on the body of Phineas Romanel, aged twenty- 
eight years, who had committed suicide by cutting 
his throat. The deceased was in the employ of 
Moses and Sons, tailors, in the Minories. His 
brother was confined in Bethlem madhouse, and 
the deceased was afraid he should meet with the 
same affliction. On Sunday morning last he left 
home, and said he would take a walk. Some time 
afterwards the deceased was discovered lying in 
one of the gravel pits in Bonner’s-fields, Bethnal- 
green, with his throat cut, and quite dead. A 
razor was found lying by his side. Verdict, 
‘Temporary insanity.” 

The Shrewsbury police have sent information of 
the apprehension of Charles Fielder, a young man, 
who states he belongs to St. Mary Lambeth, Surrey, 
and that he had been connected with a gang of 
thieves in London, who some time ago robbed an 
auction-room in Smithfield of £1000, in bills of 
exchange, and had been concerned in various other 
robberies. 

On Saturday morning a man named Meredith 
expired in St. George’s Hospital in great agony. 
On the previous afternoon he was on the roof of 
his own house in Paris-street, Pimlico, when he 
slipped from the parapet and fell on the flag pave- 
ment beneath. His skull was extensively frac- 
tured, and the spine, from the twisting of the neck, 
was apparently broken. He died in a few hours 
after his admission into the Hospital. 

On Sunday last a person ofrespectable appear- 
ance, whose name has since been ascertained to be 
Scott, booked himself at the Folkestone station for 
London. During the progress of the train his 
manner attracted the observation of some of his 
fellow-passengers, but it was not until their arrival 
at the Godstone-road station that anything of a 
serious character occurred. On reaching this place 
Mr. Scott exhibited an extraordinary degree of ex- 
citement, and calling aloud for assistance declared 
that his fellow-passengers were attempting to stab 
him with their knives. The guard endeavoured to 
appease him, but he burst open the carriage door, 
and, jumping on to the platform, bounded over the 
hedge into an adjoining field, across which he ran 
at full speed. The guard immediately stopped the 
train, and, giving chase, came up with the poor 
fellow in a few moments. Partly by persuasion 
and partly by force, he induced him to return, and 
having placed him in a second-class carriage, under 
the care of a porter and two of the passengers who 
kindly offered to undertake the disagreeable duty, 
the train again proceeded. After the train was in 
motion Mr. Scott’s excitement increased, and he 
contrived to force his head and shoulders through 
the window of the carriage, smashing the glass and 
frame to pieces, being with great difficulty pre- 
vented from precipitating himself out of the 
carriage. On arriving at London-bridge he was 
consigned to the care of the police, who conveyed 
him to Southwark Police Court. It has been as- 
certained that Mr. Scottis a student for the Catholic 
priesthood, and that he was on his way from a 
collegiate institution at Calais to Liverpool, where 
his friends resided, when the above facts occurred. 
—[See our Southwark Police report. ] 

An accident occurred to a gentleman who was 
riding a spirited horse, on Saturday, down Con- 
stitution-hill, at the time her Majesty was proceed- 
ing through St. James’s-park, en route to Claremont. 
The horse, alarmed at the lances of the troop of 
lancers, who formed her Majesty’s escort, became 
unmanageable, and backed against the carriage in 
which the Queen was riding, nearly unhorsing its 
rider. It had no sooner cleared her Majesty’s 
carriage than it dashed with great force against the 
carriage and horses which followed, containing the 
two equerries to her Majesty and the Prince 
Consort. The violence of the concussion knocked 
down the horse; its rider being thrown to a con- 
siderable distance into the mud on the side of the 
yoad. Her Majesty, seeing the alarming situation 
of the gentleman, immediately ordered the carriage 
to stop, and commanded the equerry in waiting, 
the Hon. Colonel Grey, to ascertain the state of 
the gentleman who had met with the accident. 
Her Majesty, after a delay of some minutes, having 
been informed that the gentleman, although 
covered with mud, was not seriously hurt, then 
proceeded onwards to Claremont. 

On Wednesday last information of the following 
imposition and robbery was received by the po- 
lice;—A few days since Mrs, Phillips, a lady 
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residing at 3, Upper Kennington-green, while pro- 
ceeding on a visit to Esher by the South-Western 
Railway, met, in one of the first-class carriages, 
with a young man of elegant appearance, evidently 
a foreigner, who entered into conversation with 
her, and made himself a most agreeable companion 
during the short journey. On Tuesday afternoon 
the gentleman, who had by some means or other 
ascertained Mrs, Phillips’s address, called at her 
residence, and requested an interview with her, 
which was granted. In the course of their téte-d 
téte, the gentleman informed the lady that he was 
the secretary to the Russian embassy in this 
country, and handed her a card, on which was 
engraved the name of ‘‘ Emile Knockensdorsey, 
Russian Embassy,’ and before the interview was 
concluded he had s0 ingratiated himself with his 
new acquaintance as to obtain from her (under 
what fraudulent pretence has not yet transpired) 
a gold Geneva watch and a £5 Bank of England 
note, with which he took his departure. <A few 
minutes after he left the house Mrs. Phillips missed 
from the room a small packet containing seven 
pairs of new French kid gloves, That discovery 
caused on Mrs. Phillips’s mind a doubt of Monsieur 
Knockensdorsey’s veracity, and inquiries were 
speedily made at the Russian embassy, where it 
was found he was unknown. 

On Wednesday last Mr. Wakley and the jury 
impanelled to investigate the death of Miss Sarah 
E. Collyer, aged 22, a young lady alleged to have 
died from the effects of an unauthorized medicine 
prescribed for her by Dr. Cronin, reassembled at 
the Wheatsheaf, High-street, Camden-town. Dr. 
Scoffern, who had been appointed to make a more 
minute analysis of the mixture taken by the de- 
ceased, and also the bitter-almond water used in 
its composition, was first called, and made a 
minute technical report of the results of his analysis, 
concluding with a declaration that if the medicine 
had contained strychnia powder, as prescribed, it 
would have been still more poisonous.—Mr. 
Weathers said he was present at the analysis, and 
agreed with Dr. Scoffern in every particular.—Dr. 
Venables agreed generally with the statement of 
Dr. Scoffern.—By the Coroner: I hold in my hand 
Dr. Cronin’s prescription. Ihave never prescribed 
bitter-almond water myself, either externally or 
internally, but I have prussic acid. I have never 
seen it written in any prescription except this; I 
never knew compound strychnia powder to be used 
except by Dr. Cronin. I have purchased some 
bitter-almond water at Mr. French’s, the chemist, in 
Holborn, since the last adjournment. It appears 
to be the same as that prescribed by Dr. Cronin, 
and was labelled precisely as written in Dr, 
Cronin’s prescription, ‘‘ agua ampgdale amare.” 
It is quite a harmless mixture; a person might 
take two or three ounces of it without any ill effects. 
—Dr. Cronin: That is exactly the point; I deny 
that the mixture taken by the young lady which 
caused her death was the prescription I ordered.— 
Mr. Bell, the chemist, in all the main points agreed 
with Dr. Scoffern as to the analysis.— After some 
further evidence, the coroner, at very great length, 
proceeded to sum up the evidence, and told the 
jury that if they believed the deceased had died 
from the effects of the medicine, and that it had 
been prescribed without due and proper care, it 
would be their duty to find a verdict of man- 
slaughter against Mr. Cronin.—The jury found a 
verdict of ‘‘ Manslaughter ”’ against Dennis Cronin. 
The coroner then made out his warrant of com- 
mittal, and Dr. Cronin was conveyed to Newgate 
in a cab.

PEACE AND PROGRESS. 
Ir was a remark of Mr. Canning, that all the 
great events of this country were decided by 
the influence of the female portion of the com- 
munity ; and yet no Women can be less obtru- 
sively or ostensibly political than those of 
England. But the fact is, they have abun- 
dance of that strong good sense without which 
learning and knowledge, and all the aids ac- 
quired by intercourse among men, are valueless. 
And it is this great and good quality which 
leads them commonly to discern, at once, be- 
tween the prudent and the merely feasible 
course. Now, at atime like the present, when 
famine and distress are everywhere disarranging 
preconcerted plans, and crippling the energies 
of the people at large, it behoves US, as the 
immediate organ of their opinions, to state 
what we know to be the fact, that, without any 
political bias, they do look with much dissatis- 
faction on the proceedings of Lord Palmerston 
and our Ambassador in France—perilling, as 
they do, the peace of the two countries, and 
leaving them as now, sensitive as gun-cotton, 
which less than a spark may inflame, and throw 
into all the horrors and confusion of War! We 
therefore call upon them to exert all their 
never-failing influence in behalf of that good 
Government, irrrespective of Whig-ism or 
Tory-ism, which ensures a continuance of 
PEACE, as the auxiliary of PROGRESS in all 
that most concerns the improvement and happi- 
ness of the human race.

THE LAW OF MARRIAGE. 
Ar the present moment it has been ascertained 
that there are no fewer than 48,000 persons 
aggrieved by the existence of an absurd law—a 
law which inflicts grievous restrictions and penal- 
ties upon the respectable and the innocent. We 
allude to certain prohibited degrees of affinity, 
such as the marriage of a widower with a deceased 
wife’s sister. The origin of this law may be traced 
to the canons of barbarism and superstition, the 
existing prohibitions being nowhere sanctioned in 
Scripture, and being, moreover, at variance with 
civil and religious liberty. 

An inquiry has just terminated which exhibits 
within the limits assigned to it 1600 cases of 
infringement. Now, if we give five persons to a 
family, we have in this particular ensample 8000 
persons labouring under all miseries of outlawry 
as to marriage! And, by parity of reasoning, 
there must be, if the inquiry be continued, at least 
six times the amount of cases, involving disgrace to 
the number stated at the commencement of these 
remarks. Yet have we the testimony of clergy- 
men of every persuasion to the effect that they 
consider the prohibitions inexpedient, and in every 
respect bad. 

Much to the honour of that journal, the Morning 
Post has taken the lead in this momentous inves- 
tigation, and it is from its columns we select 
the following out of numerous letters communicated 
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> the gentleman engaged in this inquiry in the south 


of England :— 
‘< Bilston, Feb. 10. 

‘« Sir,—I have personally known four cases of the 
kind gf marriage you mention, and they were all happy 
ones, and less productive of filial heartburnings than 
in cases of a stepmother previously unrelated. 

‘“‘ Where the Levitical Law is doubtful, and, if ex- 
press, still doubtful as binding upon Christians, and 
where Christianity is silent, a Christian Legislature 
might also hold its peace. 

“The prohibitory act of 5 and 6 Will. IV. has 
always appeared to me equally gratuitous on moral or 
social grounds, and, as such, provocative of the fate of 
all officious legislation, viz., evasion and popular re- 
sentment. Such is the curious idiosyncrasy of the 
English mind, that the interdiction has probably in- 
creased the offence, if offence there be, except the 
natural reaction of opposition to an oppressive statiite. 
I think I have known one case where the prohibition 
operated as a main temptation to the marriage which 
violated it; but of this I am not sure—I rather contend 
for the natural tendency, notwithstanding. 

*“T have not met with a case where the law was 
approved as a law, though the abstract inexpediency 
of such marriages may have been held. For the most 
part, it has been deemed an unnecessary intrusion 
into the most private rights of the citizen, without 
sufficient warrant from divine injunction or human 
experience.

‘“‘Sir,—When, about twenty-four years since, I was 
curate ina large agricultural parish, there came to 
my knowledge the fact of several persons who, having 
lost their wives, subsequently married their wife’s 
sister. 

“This led me to consider the subject in its bearings, 
theological, moral, and social, and | must confess that, 
after the gravest consideration, there appeared to me 
no satisfactory reason for such marriages being’ re- 
garded as illegal, and consequently the children born 
to be deemed illegitimate, On reference to Scripture, 
I discovered no passage throughout the whole Bible 
condemning it: the only one adduced (Leviticus xviii. 
18) always appeared to me to have no reference to the 
question whatever. 

‘As to moral and social evils, so far from regarding 
the practice as involving one or the other, I have been 
led to think that as in such cases there is no relation- 
ship in blood there can be no moral turpitude, and 
that a man being left a widower, with a young family 
requiring female management, he could no where 
expect such affectionate attentions to be paid as by the 
maternal aunt ; nor would any stepmother be so 
likely to discharge her duties with disinterested affec- 
tion as the one who stands in this relationship to the 
children of her deceased sister. 

“TI also found that in the cases referred to, the 
parties desiring to be married were compelled to go 
from their own neighbourhood, where the discovery 
of the intended illegal marriage would be certain, and 
were married either by licence or by bans of marriage 
(for there were then no registrars’ offices for facili- 
tating clandestine marriages), under some circum- 
stances of deception, so that they went to the church 
to be united with a ‘ lie in their right hand.’ 

“Thus, when favoured with a call to ask me to sign 
a petition to Parliament for the removal of the act 
prohibiting the marriage of a man with the sister of 
his deceased wife, I could not hesitate complying with 
the request, and the less so, as in no instance had I 
ever discovered any evil consequence flowing from 
such a marriage, excepting that which an oppressive 
law might in some cases bring to bear against the 
children of such marriages. 

“Tf the opinion expressed in this note be deemed 
of the slightest value, you have my full permission to 
use it as you please.

‘That now is the next step to be taken; and I con- 
fidently expect that not even the present pressure of 
subjects on parliamentary attention will prevent an 
English Parliament from doing justice to thousands of 
English people, when it has shown to it, and proved 
to it, that yusdice ought to be granted.

ceived into the Roman Catholic Church. 

There are in active operation 41,000 miles of 
railroad in the United States of America. 

The price of gas is 15s. per 1000 cubic feet in the 
town of Ballinasloe, It is only 3s, 6d. in Liverpool, 

The Elbe has again been frozen over during the 
late return of cold weather, 

A system of electro-telegraphic communication 
is being formed round Paris, between each of the 
octroi stations (where the city dues are collected), 
at the several barriers. 

The Dundee Courier remarks that during the 
discussion upon the Queen's speech not a single 
Scotch member made the slightest allusion to the 
sufferings of his countrymen. 

The German journals state that the Prussian

It is aremarkable fact thit there are not less 
than fifteen thousand puncheons of whisky at pre- 
sent stored in Dublin. 

On the 6th of January an exhibition of paintings 
by artists living in Montreal was opened, mostly 
copies from modern artists in Europe. 

A. Hamburg paper reports a popular saying in 
the duchies, that the members of the Ritterschaft 
have determined not to shave until the privileges 
of their country are restored. 

One of the Society of Friends, on behalf of an 
English charitable association, is making an in- 
spection of all the union workhouses in Ireland. 

Upwards of nine millions of bushels of corn have 
been shipped from New York alone to England 
during the past year. 

Twenty-five juvenile criminals have been trans- 
ported from Parkhurst prison to the Philanthropic 
Institution. The cost of their board and clothing 
will, itis stated, be defrayed by the Government. 

The Bishop of Oxford has appointed the Rev. 
E. M. Goulburn, of Merton College, his examin- 
ing chaplain. Mr. Goulburn is one of the leaders 
of the Anti-Tractarian party. 

The Sheba, from China, was hauled into the St. 
Katharine Docks on Thursday afternoon week, with 
a cargo of 600 tons of sugar, the growth of the 
Celestial empire. It is of a remarkably fine 
quality, and quite white. 

Her Majesty, it is said, is desirous of rescinding 
the order for abolishing the Eton Montem, which 
once in every three years brought the Sovercign of 
these realms into personal intercourse with the 
Eton boys. 

The magistrates and heads of guilds in Berlin 
and Koénigsberg have memorialized Government to 
prohibit the exportation of grain. 

There are several vessels announced to sail from 
Galway for New York and Philadelphia, next 
month, with passengers. 

The Prince Consort paid a second visit to the 
Pimlico Slate-works on Friday, for the purpose of 
inspecting the billiard-table just completed for 
him at that establishment by Mr. Magnus. 

It is estimated that 1500 Americans have died 
of sickness along the Rio Grande, more than three 
times the number who have fallen in battle. 

A Brussels journal announces that an hotel- 
keeper and his wife, having been prosecuted for 
assassinating a traveller, and converting his dead 
body into sausages, were found guilty: with the 
addition of extenuating circumstances ! 

A new Roman Catholic church is to be erected 
in Sheffield, towards which £8290 has been sub- 
scribed; an anonymous donor contributing £3000.

Butcher's meat has become so dear at Schaff- 
hausen, in Switzerland, that permission has been 
granted by the authorities to expose for sale the 
flesh of horses, asses, and mules, 

A vessel, arrived from the Cape of Good Hope, 
has brought an exceedingly various cargo of skins 
of beasts, including some of goats, buffaloes, zebras, 
tigers, the rhinoceros, and other animals, besides 
a variety of other productions, 

Letters fron Rome of the 11th inst. mention 
that a grand banquet was given to Mr. Cobden 
by the Chamber of Commerce of that capital. 

The editor of the Burlington Free Press informs 
his readers that, having published ‘‘ Dombey and 
Son,’’ and the President’s message, he ought to 
be excused giving any more fiction for the present. 

The Kelso Chronicle, in mentioning the discovery,

Messrs. Golder and Lucas, the well-known 
builders, have contracted for 300 houses to be built 
at Ashford for the South-Eastern Railway Com- 
pany; 72 to be finished by the end of July. 

Lecuorn, Feb, 7,—The marriage of the second 
son of Don Carlos to the Archduchess Mary, sister 
of the Duke of Modena, was to have been celebrated 
at Modena on the 6th inst.

It is said the Grand Vizier intends that the 
mosques of Constantinople shall be speedily thrown 
open to the Christian public. 

A tremendous burst of thunder and lightning 
fell on the mainmast of the Fisgard, on the 27th 
of September last, off the Nisqually River, in the 
Oregon, which was carried fairly off by the light- 
ning-conductor fixed on the mast, without doing 
the slightest damage.

IV. 

All the prisoners, in whatever corner of the 
empire they had been arrested, were transferred to 
St. Petersburg; and a commission of inquiry was 
immediately instituted, composed of the Grand 
Duke Michel; the Minister of War, Taticheff; the 
Privy Councillor, Kotouzoff (who had succeeded 
the unfortunate Milarodowitch ; Tchernicheff ; 
Benkendorrf (both so well known in diplomacy 
and police); and others. Every impartiality was 
guaranteed by this selection. All, however, as is 
usual in Russia, was conducted with the utmost 
secrecy ; in silence and in darkness; and the pro- 
ceedings in no case transpired. Further, and the 
circumstance is a singular one, from the morrow of 
the day on which it was officially announced that 
all the traitors were arrested, there appeared to be 
no more recollection of them than if they had 
never existed! or as if they had come into this 
breathing world isolated and without any family 
ties whatever. Not a house indicated grief or 
widowhood by the closed shutters; not a brow 
appeared to be knitted with more than usual 
thoughtfulness. All continued to go on as though 
nothing had occurred. Louise — Louise only — 
took the extraordinary step we have described, 
and which, probably, had no precedent in Musco- 
vite annals. And yet each, we may presume, 
anticipated at heart that a terrible news must 
shortly transpire; for the conspiracy was a flagrant 
one; the intentions of those concerned in it were 
homicidal ; and though every one knew the natural 
goodness of the Emperor, yet it was quite obvious 
that he could not pardon all : blood called for blood. 
From time to time a ray of hope darted through 
this lugubrious atmosphere, and gave some new 
proof of the indulgent disposition of the Czar. In 
the list of the conspirators which had been placed 
before him he had remarked a name dear to Russia: 
it was that of Swarrow—in fact, the grandson of the 
old conqueror. Nicholas observed, as if speaking 
to himself, ‘*A name like this must not be stained 
with treason. I’’ (to the Prefect of Police) ‘ will 
interrogate him.” 

On the following day the young lieutenant was 
brought before him, and so admirably were ques- 
tion and answer, too, arranged by the Emperor, that 
Suarrow was liberated, sent back to his regiment, 
and within ten days received his brevet as captain. 
Alas! all the conspirators had not the prestige of 
aname! And, though I used my utmost exertions 
to inspire my unhappy countrywoman with hope 
I did not myself possess, the grief of Louise was 
most heartrending. Frem the day on which Alexis 
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had been arrested she had completely abandoned 
all her previous occupations, and had kept herself 
unseen, unspoken to, in a room remote from the 
Magazin, with her head drooping and supported by 
her hands, and weeping fast tears, amidst deep 
and prolonged sighs. 

She spoke not, save to me or one or two others 
admitted to her, and the question usually was, ‘* Do 
you think they will kill him?’ and then, wholly 
inattentive to the reply which followed, she would 
exclaim, ‘Ah! if I were not likely to be a mother 
!’ Time went on; but no further intelligence 
transpired as to the fate reserved for the accused, 
The commission of inquiry proceeded as before, 
enveloped with all the obscurity of despotic rule: 
doubtless moving onwards towards the speedy dé- 
nouement of the tragedy. Prior to this, two incidents 
occurred to keep alive public attention—the arrival 
of the ambassador from France, the Duc de Raguse, 
and the interment of the late Empress Elizabeth 
early in June. The Czarina had declared she 
should survive only for a brief lapse her late 
husband; and the prophecy was but too surely 


fulfilled. The ceremonial was one of exceeding 
magnificence. During the time it continued, the 


cannon boomed and the tocsin sounded at intervals, 
and I found my poor friend Louise, on calling at 
the Magazin, excessively agitated: each blow 
appeared to strike upon her heart as the signal of 
execution. 

M. de Gorgoli, the acting head of the police, 
was still ‘my unswerving friend, and frequently 
reassured me by stating that the judgment would be 
known some days beforehand; and that thus we 
should always have time to approach and person- 
ally petition the Emperor—if the sentence on the 
unfortunate Waninkoff should be condemnation to 
death. Finally, on the 14th of July, the Gazette 
Imperiale appeared containing a report addressed 
to the Czar by the High Court of Justice, and 
dividing the degrees of treason into three classes 
of criminality. ‘Thirty-six of the accused were 
condemned to death, and the rest to 'the mines 
and to exile. Count Alexis Waninkoff was one 
of those condemned to death. But, following the 
severity of the decision, a merciful consideration 
had interposed to save thirty-one from an extreme 
penalty, and they were to expiate their crime by 
an eternal banishment, Waninkoff being one of 
this number. The five to be executed were 
Ryleyeff, Bestonjeff, Michel Serge, Mourawieff, 
and Pestel. 

Dashing out of the house, I ran like a madman 
to Louise, willing as I went along to make each 
person a participator in my joy. I was quite out 
of breath as I exclaimed, “He is sayed !—saved! 
God bless the Emperor !” 

Ah! in our egotism of joy we had forgotten 
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those who were about to die, and who themselves 
had families, friends, acquaintances. The first 
thought of Louise had reference to the mother 
and sisters of Waninkoff. These poor ladies were 
quite ignorant that the son and brother was among 
those reprieved from death. One may return from 
Siberia—but the door of the tomb is but once un- 
sealed for the mortal whom it encloses! Then 1t was 
that Louise had one of those flashes of ei 
that visit only daughters, sisters, or mothers. »he 
calculated that the courier with the Gazette wou ; 
not set off until the evening, and she prayed cae 
I would, having influence with M. de Gorgo y 
procure passports for some one who might ve 
mediately depart for Moscow. My own vaicly 
Gregoire, accepted this office with great willing- 
ness, and gained fourteen hours’ start of the courier, 
urged to this speed, no doubt, in part by the one 
thousand roubles which I promised him. He re- 
turned with one of those letters written, as 1t Were, 
with a pen snatched from the wings of an ange: 
The old countess, and the young ladies express¢ 
the deepest emotions of gratitude to Louise, 
sister and daughter, and in the most affectionate 
manner besought her to send off the courier on the 
day when the executions took place, and on tha 
when the exiles departed from St. Petersburg. , 
therefore desired Gregoire to hold himself 17 
readiness, which he was too happy to do, since 
the countess had given him a thousand roubles in 
addition to my gift, and he had thus gained a 
little fortune, which he hoped to double 1n his 
future journeys. ef 

We awaited the day of execution. It was not ye 
fixed; at all events no one knew on what morning 
it might take place; and, now, the greater excite- 
ment prevailed by reason of the fact that there ha 
not been an execution in St. Petersburg for sixty 
years previously. Day passed on after day, 4? 
many were surprised at the interval between te 
judgment and the punishment. It had been foun 
necessary to send for two hangmen from Germany: 

At length, on the evening of the 23rd July, 
received information through the French e™- 
bassy that at the house of Marshal Marmont, 
which overlooked the fortress, preparations were 
making for the morrow, and I doubted not that the 
execution was about to take place. I flew * 
Louise to announce this conjecture, and then i 
was that all her fears appeared to revive. ‘ Migh 
it not be that Waninkoff would be among those 
executed! that the proclamation appearing 
pardon thirty-one conspirators might have bee? 
framed to deceive and appease public excitement 
and that the blood of thirty-six miserable me? 
would be spilled!’”’ But I was able to soothe het 
on this point in consequence of the communica 
tions I had received direct from M.Gorgoli. Ag? 
Gregoire was despatched to Moscow with the news 
At midnight Louise accompanied me to the vicinity 
of the fortress, We found the Pont de la Trinit® 
guarded—a fresh and convincing proof that justice 
had already made its preparations. The night was 
fine and bright, and we could perceive figures 
moving to and fro, carrying strange burdens; @” 
lights occasionally fell on the objects around. f 

The executioners were making ready the Sey, 
fold. At first we were alone—Louise and mysel 
—on the quay, but afterwards some other persons 
approached, who, however, had an air of fear, as 
though it were dangerous to remain there. 
about four o’clock a fire was lighted on the for- 
tress, and at that time the mists of morning wet 
fading away, so that I could perceive five separate 
gallows prepared for the condemned, At this 
moment the prisoners reserved for exile range 
themselves on the platform, wearing their reg! 
mentals and all their decorations, their swords beiD§ 
carried by soldiers in attendance, Shortly after, the 
five to be executed were brought forward, dress¢ 
in acoat of grey blouse. A man approached them, 
and, shortly.after, aloud hurrah was set up. T hey 
had been offered a pardon if they would petition 
the Emperor for mercy. This they had refused, 
shouting ‘‘ Russia and Liberty for ever!’’ A short 
interval elapsed, during which I tried to discover 
Waninkoff among those to be banished, but neithet 
Louise nor myself could distinguish him.

Here is a work exhibiting the lowest possible 
amount of pretence; and yet its concoction would 
have required a diversity of talent seldom found in 
one individual.

Of the numerous class of exercises termed calis- 
thenic, the majority are so violent and demand so 
great an exertion of muscular strength that they 
are totally unfitted for young ladies ; and in other 
cases, where gentlir means are adopted, the move- 
ments are so frivolous and unmeaning that no ad- 
vantage, healthful or ornamental, can result from 
them. In many instances a skipping-rope thrown 
backwards would be far preferable. The Indian 
sceptre exercises, of which I have so long been 
the successful teacher, are strictly ladies’ exercises, 
combining grace with activity. By a gradual 
exertion of the muscles they increase the physical 
strength to a degree almost incr: dible, and that 
without any shock or vibration of the frame; no- 
thing being sudden, but each movement preparing 
the ao) a for, and surprising her into, increased 
strength and frvedom of motion. Among the 
number of pupils whom I have had the pleasure 
to instruct, many are indebted to my exercises for 
renewed health and vigour ; many come to me when 
they have scarcely power to carry the sceptres level 
with their arm, and before the termination of the 
series they marvel at their own strength, and at 
the independence of motion produced by the judi- 
cious employinent of the sceptre exercises. Others 
come with awkward and unformed manner, with 
round shoulders, one-sided attitudes, and arms 
and elbows stiff, angular, and (need I say?) un- 
graceful. We go through the exercises, their 
parents are surprised at the transition, no more 
admonitions are necessary to make them “ hold up 
their heads ;”’ for henceforth they require no effort 
to be graceful, they cannot be otherwise; and I 
am sure it is not saying too much for a young 
lady, and an educated one, that when once she has 
acquired grace of motion it must be easier and far 
more agreeable to her than awkwardness. There 
is no feminine attraction equal to grace: beauty 
when unaccompanied by grace excites only a 
higher degree of regret that so many attraits 
should be lost for want of Beauty’s attribute. 
Venus herself, the goddess of Love and Beauty, is 
always represented with the Graces in her train. 

SECOND INDIAN SCEPTRE EXERCISE.

MODELLING OF WAX FLOWERS. 
THE YELLOW DAHLIA. 


This flower is to be cut out of yellow wax ofany 
shade, the very palest being preferable (about the 
fourth shade to the lightest making up very 
prettily). There are seventy-eight petals and five 
strips. The strips are to be cut out of double wax, 
an inch in length and two in breadth. All the 
petals are to be cut out of single wax ; of the first 
size, four; the second, five; of the next size, twenty ; 
the following, twenty-eight; and of the last, thiity- 
six. The strips are to be placed in the hand 
one at a time, and with the pin make a crease in 
every scollop. After you have finished so far, 
take the petals and make a streak down the middle 
on the dull side, and then turn them over and 
do the same once on each side of the middle, both 
at the top and bottom, in the shape of a diamond. 
The pulp is made of the large-size wire; and a 
sheet of the wax is to be used for it, made round at 
the topand flat atthebottom, Thatbeing completed, 
put in the five strips; one round after the other 
to be placed a little higher than the pulp. After 
which put on the four smallest petals ; the first, at 
equal distances from each other; the next are five, 
once round; the nextaretwenty-fivein cach round ; 
the nextaretwenty cight, four times round, seven in 
each; the last thirty-six to be put four times round, 
nine in eich. Then you will have to cut out nine 
of a double yellow-green wax, and five dark green ; 
roll the head of the pin over them, and make a 
pleat on the end. You fix on the stem the dark 
green ; the point of the pin to be used to make a 
crease down the middle. Place them close to the 
others, the points being turned up towards thestem, 
The stem to be covered with dark green wax,

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ALEXANDRE DUMAS. 


JupGment.—The Civil Tribunal has given judg- 
ment in the actions brought by M. de Girardin, 
gerant of the Presse, and M. Véron, gérant of the 
Constitutionnel, against M, Alexandre Dumas for the 
breach of eng»gements into which he had entered, 
and accords him a period of eight months and 
a half, from the Ist of March next, to clear 
off the principal arrear; orders in consequence 
that wi hin six weeks from the said Ist of March 
next Alexandre Dumas shall be obliged to remit 
to Emile de Girardin the manuscript of the first of 
the volumes of which the tribunal declares him 
debtor, that is to say, the continuation of the 
‘Mémoires d’un Médecin,’ and that he shall 
remit the other volumes from morth to month, 
beginning the 15th of April next, until he shall 
have entirely cleared off the arrear; and, in case 
Dumas shall neglect to make the deliveries within 
the time specified, condemns him to pay to Emile 
de Girardin the sum of 100 francs for each day’s 
delay during three months ; orders, that, in case of 
non-payment of the said damages, Dumas shall be 
liable to arrest, when the amount shall have ex- 
ceeded 300 francs ; says that there is no ground 
for deciding relative to the volumes to be furnished 
from December 11, 1846, to April 1, 1847; but 
orders only that the treaty shall be executed in its 
form and tenor, except, however, as regards the 
term of the debt, which is prolonged from the Ist 
of April, 1847, to the Ist of July following, the 
period of the commencement being changed ; con- 
demns Alexandre Dumas to pay to Emile de 
Girardin 3000 frances as damages for the delay in 
the execution of the treaty, with liability to arrest 
in case of non-payment, but only in six months 
from this day ; condemns Emile de Girardin to the 
expenses of ‘the demand against the other news- 
papers, as also to the expenses of the demand 
against Dumas with respect to the advertisement 
in the Mode ; condems the Mode to the expenses of 
the demand against it, but only up to March, 
1846, at which period it gave satisfaction to the 
complainants; condemns Dumas to the expenses 
of the demand contained in the conclusions of 
December 11, 1846, including the registration of 
the treaty necessitated by the process; and orders 
that the cost and signification of the present judg- 
ment shall be borne by Dumas.”

‘‘There is much talk here,” says the Eco del 
Comercio, about the magnificent presents sent by 
the Queen to the Court of Rome, in return for the 
readiness with which his Holiness has issued his 
licence for the marriages of her Majesty and the 
Infanta. The presents consist of a gold commu- 
nion cup, decked with diamonds; a diamond cross, 
destined for Cardinal Lambruschini; and a rich 
pastoral ring for Cardinal Gizzi. All the chiefs of 
the Foreign Department have likewise received 
suitable presents.” 

It is rumoured that the highest personage in the 
realm has taken offence at the conduct of a certain 
peer who, on the day of the opening of the present 
session of Parliament, introduced to the benches on 
which the peeresses sit a lady whose name has for 
some time been associated with the drama in a 
manner so popular as to obtain for her a niche in 
the temple of Fame. The lady in question was 
introduced as the wife of a peer, and the imposition 
was not discovered until her Majesty, on paying a 
visit to the theatre at which the lady in question 
is engaged, identified the heroine as the party who 
had, but a few hours before, sat near to her while 
she was reading the royal speech. 

A commission of lunacy was opened at Epsom, 
on Wednesday week, to inquire into the state of 
mind of P. B. Nesbitt, Esq., aged 35. He was 
said to be possessed of property worth £100,000. 
Several witnesses described the conduct of the 
alleged lunatic, all agreeeing that his acts were 
those of a person of weak intellect. He had 
entered the Inniskilling Dragoons, but was found 
unfit for service. The jury returned a verdict that 
he had been of unsound mind since October, 1833; 
a decision which invalidated a deed, executed in 
April last, by which a large amount of property 
was conveyed to his maternal relatives, to the 
exclusion of the heir-at-law. 

At the British Museum, on Thursday weck, 
some of the antique gold ornaments from the 
tombs of Greek colonists, who must have been 
established at an early period in Etruria, amidst 
much wealth and power, were exhibited to the 
Conde de Montemolin, who pertinently rematked 
that the same kind of workmanship is even now 
continued in Etruria, and ornaments of this de- 
scription, both in gold and silver, still grace the 
head and neck of the Ligurian countrywomen. 

The Misses Pyne, pupils of Sir George Smart, 
are singing at private concerts in Paris with bril- 
liant success. At Lady Normanby’s concert on 
Friday they sang their most favourite solos and 
duets, Italian and English, in which they were 
rapturously applauded, especially by the French 
portion of the assembly. 

The Na-hville (Tenn.) Union, of the 19th ult., 
gives the following account of a most painful and 
strange murderous affray in that vicinity :—‘‘ Mrs. 
Copeland was convicted, in Overton circuit court, 
of the murder of Ruth Dougherty—both of the 
females belonging to highly repectable families. 
The proof in this case showed that Mrs, Copeland 
was jealous of Miss Dougherty, and, as the con- 
sequence, a most embittered state of feelings was 
engendered between them, Threats of personal 
violence were proved to have been made by each. 
The killing occurred on the Sabbath. Mrs. Cope- 
land was on her way to the church, evidently 
seeking to avoid coming in contact with Mss 
Dougherty; but on her way she was intercepted 
by the deceased, armed with a heavy hickory club. 
The proof left it somewhat doubtful how the 
rencounter commenced ; but most probably the 
deceased attacked the defendant with the club and 
gave her two blows, one on the head and the 
other on the arm. ‘The parties then closed, and in 
the scuftle the defendant stabbed the deceased with 
a knife, and caused her immediate death.” 

Miss Ellen Jane Legh, the daughter of Thomas 
Legh, Esq., of Lime-park, near Liverpool, who 
was married the week before last to the Rev. Bra- 
bazon Lowther, was the only child of the lady 
who, as Mi-s Turner, was carried off from a Liver- 
pool boarding-school by Mr. Edward Gibbon 
Wakefield, and who afterwards married Mr. Legh, 
of Lime, 

The island on which stands the city of New 
York, with its 800,000 inhabitants, was sold in the 
year 1668 by the Indians to the I)utch. The price 
paid for this acquisition was ten shirts, eighty pairs 
of stockings, ten muskets, thirty bullets, thirty 
pounds of gunpowder, thirty hatchets, thirty 
kettles, and one copper stew-pan. Both parties 
congratulated themselves on having made a very 
excellent bargain.

The charming 
narrative of “* The Daughter of Erin” will be com- 
prised in the numerous and interesting readings on 
this occasion. 

A grand concert will be given on the 17th of 
March, at the Concert Rooms, Hanover-square, 
for the benetit of the distressed widow and nine 
children of the late Mr. Kearnes. 

Mr. Love is delighting the good folks of the 
City, at Crosby-hall and elsewhere, with his 
polyphonie entertainments, which are really sur- 
prising things in their way. 

Letters from Mossul (‘Turkey in Asia) state that 
M. Lavard, in continuing his researches at Nimrod, 
near Mossul, where he had already discovered 
some very fine bas reliefs and a colossal lion, has 
since found a great many small bronze lions, some 
female ornaments for the neck, a copper helmet, a 
great variety of smaller ariicles in gold and silver, 
two hollow columns of great beauty, and a quad- 
rangular pillar of a black material resembling por- 
phyry highly polished, and covered with inscrip- 
tions and designs. All these new discoveries are 
said to be in good preservation. 

Duprez, the celebrated French tenor, will quit 
Paris on the Ist of March, to proceed to Germany, 
where he has entered into engagements at some 
of the operatic theatres. He is to sing in the 
German language. 

The Vicomtesse de Chateaubriand, the wife of the 
celebrated writer, died in Paris a few days ago, at 
the advanced age of cighty-three. Her high in- 
tellectual attainments rendered her the ornament 
of the distinguished circles in which she moved ; 
and her active and extensive charities will cause 
her loss to be deeply felt by the poor. 

The official journal of the Pontifical States an- 
nounces that Father Secchi, a learned Jesuit, li- 
brarian to the Roman College, has by dint of long 
labour succeeded in completing the system of 
Champollion for deciphering the Egyptian hiero- 
elyphics. In a recent sitting of the Pontifical 
Academy of Astrology, Father Secchi explained 
his method, and by practical application proved 
the correctness of what he advanced. 

The number of foreigners resident in Constanti- 
nople is as follows :—Greeks, 6000; Maltese and 
Tonians, 1983; Austrians, 4581; French, 855; 
Russians, 876; Persians, 657; Sardinians, 405; 
Neapolitans, 247; Tuscans, 211; English, 210; 
Belgians, 182; Prussians, 144; Spaniards, 48; 
Danes, 47; Dutch, 27; Americans, 24 —total, 13,467. 

The sudden and affecting death of Mr. Charles 
Thornton Cunningham, Lieutenant-Governor of 
St. Christopher’s and of the Leeward Islands, is 
announced in the West Indian papers which have 
just arrived. It appears that this gentleman had 
driven in from the country to Basseterre, the seat 
of Government, in apparently vigorous health and 
cheerful spirits, to open the newly-elected Houses 
of Legislature. After transacting some business, 
and despatching a note to invite some officers 
in a French ship of war just coming into port to 
luncheon at Government-house, he rode down to 
the mail-office, to mect his letters and a box con- 
taining a picture of a much-beloved sister, recently 
deceased in England. He had stated to more than 
one person that his earnest desire to possess the 
picture was not unmixed with fear as to the effect 
the sight of it might produce upon him. So 
strongly had this apprehension fastened itself on 
his mind, that, on the arrival of the box at Go- 
vernment-house, he sent a servant in quist of a 
friend who might be with him when the box was 
opened, Having failed in finding him, he pro- 
ceeded to open the box. His butler, who was 
present, repor's that he looked at the countenance 
earnestly, turned pale, whispered a few words to 
himself, walked hastily up to his own room, wa- 
heard almost instantly to fall as he entered it, and 
his servants following up stairs found him stretched 
on the floor a corpse. He was followed to the 
grave by all the public authorities, the members 
of the two Houses, the most distinguished persons 
in the colony, and by thousands of grateful and 
mourning negroes, to whose welfare he had largely 
contributed. Mr. Cunningham assumed the go- 
vernment of St. Kitt’s in May, 1839, and fell a 
victim, as his physician states, partly ‘‘to the 
exhausting influence of tropical climates on the 
nervous powers,” and partly to the intensity of 
brotherly affection, in the 36th year of his age.

THE DRAMA. 
HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

The unfortunate illness of Superchi rendered it 
necessary on Tuesday evening to substitute Signor 
Solariin his place. Solari undertook the character 
of the king in ** La Favorita,”’ at but a very few 
hours’ notice, and without rehearsal. Some por- 
tions of the opera were obliged to be omitted; but 
the stvlein which Solari executed all he attempted 
proved him to bean artiste of sterling ability. In 
more than one passage we preferred him to 
Superchi. 

Sur high opinion of Bouché is confirmed upon 
again hearing him, and Gardoni is now all that 
could be wished in Fernando. The nervousness 
consequent upon a first appearance (and, under all 
the circumstances his first appearance was made, 
he had ample cause for nervousness) has quite 
vanished; and his aciing, as well as singing, is 
now full of fire and expression. In our former 
notice we did not do justice to Marie Taglioni. 
As adancer she is destined, ere long, to take a 
most exalted station. The execution of her various 
pas leaves us in doubt whether most to praise the 
extraordinary lightness and agility she exhibits, 
or the refined finish observant in her every move- 
ment. Marie Tag'ioni is a dancer of very great 
promise. Why has the ballet of ‘Coralia’’ not 
had at least one third cut out? The latter part is 
tedious in the extreme. This lengthiness causes 
a great portion of the audience to leave the theatre 
before the termination, and thus lose one of the 
most beautifully conceived and wonderfully— 
yes, wonderfully—executed scenic effects ever pre- 
sented on the stage. The principal dances and 
the final tableau, just noticed, may one day be 
formed into a most attractive divertissement. 

The opera of ‘*Nino’’ is in full rehearsal. One 
of the principal reasons for its production is to dis- 
play the great superiority this establishment now 
possesses in the choral department. 

Signor Coletti arrived in town from Paris on 
Monday night. 

On Thursday evening the benefit for the relief 
of the distressed Irish and Scotch took place. 
Amongst the patrons were—her Most Gracious 
Majesty, Prince Albert, her Majesty the Queen 
Adelaide, her Royal Highness the Duchess of 
Kent, their Royal Highnesses the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge, her Royal Highness the 
Duchess of Gloucester, and his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. The opera chosen 
for the occasion was ‘ La Favorita.”” The bare 
receipts must have amounted to at least thirteen 
or fourteen hundred pounds. Be it recorded to 
the honour of Mr. Lumley, he gave the entire 
resources of this vast establishment to the charity 
Sree of all charge!

“‘ Matilda of Hungary,’ one of the most splen- 
didly-mounted operas yet brought out, even at this 
theatre, was produced on Monday. It would have 
been out a week sooner but for the unfortunate 
illness of Miss Romer, noticed in our last impres- 
sion, By the time the curtain rose the theatre 
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2 ming of box doors all through a new overture is a 
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so earlier, had the public been fully aware that 
the performance was to commence at a quarter 
before seven instead of seven o'clock. We cannot 
approve of changing the usual hour—it is neither 
just to the public, nor to the composer; the slam- 
most unpleasant accompaniment, and, in our 
minds, a deterioration of the intended effect. 

When Mr. Wallace, the composer, made his ap- 
pearance in the orchestia he was loudly applauded : 
he bowed to the various parts of the theatre, then 
seating himself, and glancing at the musical army 
around him, to see that all were ready for the 
attack, he raised his baton, and with a flourish led 
on the charge. We have seldom heard a band 
perform with greater care, delicacy, or precision. 
We will not follow the various changes of the 
motivi, it being impossible in words tv convey any 
correct idea of musical sounds. As a work of art, 
we may say that the overture contained many 
exquisite passages, but its great defect was want of 
design ; there was no grand outline to rivet the at- 
tention; it was an overture that might be played 2 
before any one piece quite as well as before ano- ? 
ther. Were we to instance an overture possessing 
the elements we have mentioned in, perhaps, the 
greatest perfection we should name Rossini’s 
overture to ‘‘ William Tell.’”’ The overture met 
with great applause, but was not encored, The 
plot of the opera is as follows :— 

Ladislaus, King of Bohemia, having been either 
killed or taken prisoner by the Turks, his kingdom 
falls into great confusion ; the queen, Matilda (Miss 
Romer), surrounded by designing and not very 
honest nobles, is about to b:come the prey of 
Magnus (Mr. Borrani), her chief minister, who 
has determined to become king; he offers to save 
her and her kingdom, at the price of her hand, 
which she indignantly refuses. Magnus, who has 
appointed a meeting with the other disloyal nobles, 
is now much embarrassed, he having sworn never 
to meet them but as king. It appears that 
amongst the mountains, where the queen has 
taken refuge, a young hunter resides, named 
Podiebrad (Mr, Harrison); he has, without knowing 
her high station, saved the queen’s life, and fallen 
de-perately in love with her; how it happened he 
tells his friend, an innkeeper, Mathias (Mr, Weiss), 
in the following

The likeness between Podiebrad and the 
missing king is so complete that the idea of pass- 
ing the young hunter offas the monarch of Bohemia, 
whom he knows to be dead, flashes at once upon 
his mind; thus he believes he shall obtain all the 
powers of state, as the king by name will be merely 
his tool. Podiebrad hesitates to join Magnus, until 
the queen, passing by on horseback, proves to be 
the very lady he has saved and loves. She is on 
her road to Prague, He can resist no longer, and 
consents. Magnus tells him he must meet the army 
that night in the Valley of Thabor. This ends the 
first scene, which changes to one of the most beau- 
tiful scenes ever put upon the stage. It would be 
useless to attempt a description of the effect pro- 
duced by this beautifully-conceived and admirably- 
executed scene of the army in the Valley of Thabor : 
the ensemble was surprising. Here Podiebrad is in- 
troduced to the chiefs as their lost king, returned 
from captivity, which leads to the finale, one of 
the subjects introduced in the overture, This piece 
was decidedly the best up to this stage of the opera, 
and brought the curtain down with great applause. 

The second act opens with the oratory of the 
queen in the palace at Prague. Here the queen 
sings arather pretty air, “ At length in absence.” 
Magnus informs her that the king will soon arrive 
and make his public entry into Prague. A letter 
is brought to the queen: it is from a stranger pray- 
ing for an audience. Magnus prevails upon the 
queen to allow him to see the stranger first. It 
proves to be Podiebrad, who, having repented of his 
oath, has wished to undeceive the queen. Magnus 
overcomes his scruples by telling Podiebrad that it 
is he alone who can save her majesty from the con- 
spirators.

Evergreen shrubs with splendid flowers from 
China, of which C. japonica, and its numerous 
garden varieties, are in general cultivation in all 
the greenhouses of Europe and America, Some of 
the varietiés, as for example C. J. variegdta, the 
variegated red, are so hardy as to stand the open 
air, if the roots are protected during winter, by 
mulching (that is, covering with straw or litter), 
and the main trunk is wrapped round for a few 
inches from the ground, Camellias are best culti- 
vated in sandy loam and peat, when they are 
grown in pots; but when they are planted out in 
a conservatory on the open ground they will 
thrive exceedingly well in sandy loam, mixed with 
When the plants are 
in a growing state they require abundance o 
water, both at the roots and over the leaves ; 
taking care, however, never to wet the leaves when 
the sun is shining upon them. ‘The temperature 
of the camellia-house should be between fifty and 
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sixty degrees during the growing season; but 
when the flower-buds are formed it may be lower,

THE HYACINTH. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE LADY’S NEWSPAPER. 

Str,—The kind reception you gave to my first 
letter induces me to send you the following hint on 
the subject of hyacinths. Those roots which were 
planted in the ground before Christmas are, many 
of them, now appearing, with the blossom visible 
among the opening leaves, though each bloom at 
present is scarcely folded within its own green 
calyx. These hyacinths, if taken out of the 
ground carefully with a trowel, washed from the 
mould, and placed in glasses of water, will bloom 
better than those which have been in water during 
the winter. A disappointment will often occur 
among roots purchased in the autumn for the 
window, which may thus be easily remedied. 
You refer to the language of flowers in your last 
newspaper. Permit me to inquire why the hyacinth 
should be thought to signify “ game, sport, play’’? 
That the rose should be the emblem of love, the 
white jasmine of amiableness, the violet of modesty 
and faithfulness, &c. &c., is not surprising to me; 
the poetical analogy is perceptible; but how can 
the unbending hyacinth, with its rigid leaves, and 
stiff though handsome mass of bloom, represent 
playfuln'ss* Rather, does it not seem to typify 
reserved loveliness, a cold demeanour united with 
exquisite beauty—amiable reserve. It seems to 
say, ‘Admire, but touch me not.’

LAW AND POLICE. 


PREROGATIVE Court, TUESDAY.— WARING v. 
WARING AND OTHERS.—The arguments in this long- 
ending case were brought to a close. The following 
is an outline of it:—Mrs. Sarah Gibson, the party de- 
ceased in the cause, died November 8, 1844, aged 70, 
a widow, without child or parent, leaving behind her 
brothers and sisters entitled to her personal estate 
and effects in case she had died intestate. At the 
time of her death her personal property was of the 
value of upwards of £90,000, and she was also pos- 
sessed of a freehold house and premises, situate at 
Weybridge, in the county of Surrey, in which she had 
formerly resided, of the value of £3250. On the Ist 
of March, 1834, she executed the will now propounded 
in this cause, and in it she gave to Mr. Thomas 
Waring, of Newry, late a major in the 59th Regiment 
of Foot, who was alleged to be in no way related to 
her, and to his children, all the stock vested in her 
name in the Three per Cents. Reduced. She likewise 
gave him all her plate, the house, furniture, china, &c., 
in value altogether about £37,000. In October, 1841, 
a writ de lunatico inguirendo was issued, and the 
deceased was found by the jury to be of unsound mind 
from the 6th of September, 1838. She was then placed 
in confinement, and continued so till the period of her 
death. Probate of the will and codicil was opposed 
by the deceased’s family; and by them it was 
alleged that previously ‘to, and ‘particularly in, 
October, 1821, she entertained, without any ra- 
tional foundation whatever, a suspicion that her 
husband was endeavouring fraudulently to obtain her 
property, and was taking measures to cause her death 
by poison. That for several months before the death 
of Mr. Gibson she made arrangements, and gave in- 
vitations to her relations to attend his expected 
funeral, and when his death did occur refused to allow 
any person to be sent for to lay out his body. That, 
in 1825, she entertained an impression, contrary to the 
fact, that some ladies at Weybridge were in the habit 
of making faces at her at church. That she com- 
plained of it to Admiral Sterling, a magistrate, but 
from that time refused to hold any intercourse with 
him, That in December, 1825, and January, 1826, she 
laboured under the delusion that she was considered 
by her friends and neighbours to be a person of mere- 
tricious habits, and declared that her conduct had been 
so constantly animadverted upon from the pulpit, from 
year to year, that she was under the necessity of quit- 
ting the church altogether. That under such erro- 
neous impressions he addressed several letters to Sir 
R. Frederic, then a magistrate for Surrey, request- 
ing his interference. ‘lhat in 1827 and 1828 she 
imagined that several persons were in love with her, 
and were making overtures of marriage. That in 
1830 she hired a servant girl from the Foundling Hos- 
pital, who used to sleep in the deceased’s room at 
night, and during the day was locked up by her at the 
top of the house, her meals being carried up to her by 
her mistress. ‘That on several occasions she severely 
beat and chastised her, and that the governors of 
the hospital removed her from the house of the 
deceased. That for several successive years, 
both prior and subsequent to the date of the 
will propounded, she imagined her relations and 
friends constantly appeared before her in disguise. 
That in 1836 she supposed that her house was sur- 
rounded by a number of persons in disguise, and under 
such delusion caused the windows to be closed, and the 
doors and gates to be locked, in which state she re- 
mained for more than a year a close prisoner. That 
she frequently declared to her servants that some 
imaginary person, whom she called ‘* Will Dean,” 
was constantly persecuting and annoying her, and 
that he stole her wine, broke her windows, and worked 
in the garden under the appearance of some other 
person; that she could never look out of her house 
without seeing him, and in consequence thereof she 
had a close wooden paling erected behind the iron 
railings. That she kept a chair behind the garden 
gates, and was accustomed when any one rang the bell 
to get upon it, without her presence being known, and 
to remain there for some time laughing at their re- 
peated endeavours to gain admittance. That in 1828, 
and at various times subsequent thereto, she often 
asserted and insisted that a man who frequently came 
to Weybridge with a basket on his head, hawking fish 
about the neighbourhood, was Lord Melbourne in dis- 
guise, carrying hardware ; and when carriages passed 
by the house she frequently declared that she knew 
the real owners of the carriages, though they were in 
disguise. That when beggars called at her house she 
declared that they were persons of a higher class in dis- 


‘guise. Thatduring the whole of her residence at Wey- 


bridge she was in the habit of walking about the house 
during the greater part of the night, making noises by 
oponing and shutting the doors and windows. That 
she frequently fired off pistols at night, and so terrified 
the servants that they were obliged to place beds and 
boxes against their bedroom doors, to prevent her 
entering their rooms, which she frequently attempted 
to do. That she refused to allow her bed to be made 
for several days together. That in August, 1841, 
Mrs. Nash went on a visit to her sister at Weybridge, 
at which time she was residing without any servant in 
the house with her, and that on the day of her arrival 
the deceased herself dressed a joint of meat, and 
served it up for dinner. That her conduct and conver- 
sation were then so violent that it was necessary for 
her protection to take out a commission of lunacy. 
That the deceased at the time of the making of the 
will in question, and for some years before, was not of 
sound mind, memory, and understanding. That the 
deceased never at any time kept up any communication 
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, or correspondence with Mr. Henry Waring, nor was 


he ever seen by the deceased save on one occasion.— 
The court reserved its judgment. 

It is rumoured that a singular cause is pend- 
ing in the Prerogative Court, which is likely to bea sub- 
ject of much interest and occupation to gentlemen of 
the long robe, between Caroline Cope, the widow of 
the late Arthur Walter Cope, Esq., of Drummilly, in 
the county of Armagh, and Francis W. Heath, Ksq., 
the husband of the only child and heiress-at-law of the 
testator. It appears by the will that the widow has 
been left the absolute control—sole executrix and sole 
legatee—of all the estates, real and personal, of the 
testator, to the exclusion of his only child, who is one 
of the attesting witnesses to the will, and which is re- 
sisted by the impugnant (Mr, Heath), on the alleged 
ground of undue induence. 

MANSION-HOUSE.—THE DrAMoND RoBBERY.— 
On Wednesday Robert Kerr, the master of the Leven- 
side barque, charged with having stolen the packets 
of diamonds consigned from Bahia to merchants in 
London, was brought up for final examination. The 
depositions of the several witnesses examined on the 
previous days of the investigation were read over. 
Other evidence having been produced, the Lord 
Mayor committed the prisoner for trial. His lordship, 
after the case was concluded, said he was glad to 
witness this great additional testimony to the ex- 
traordinary skill and prompt vigilance of the two 
Foresters, who had rapidly traced the prisoner from 
place to place in France and England, and succeeded 
not only in apprehending the delinquent, but in 
securing a large amount of the property. 

Bow-sTREET.—On Tuesday James W. Goulborn, the 
sexton of St. George’s, Bloomsbury, was charged with 
having been found in the parish church at half-past 
eleven o’clock at night, under somewhat suspicious 
circumstances. The Hon. and Rev. H. Montague 
Villiers, the rector, attended to prefer the complaint, 
and stated that his attention was called to the church 
between eleven and twelve the preceding night (Mon- 
day) by a parishioner named Doubleday, who, percciv- 
ing a light inthe church, and knowing that a collec- 
tion for the Irish poor had been made on the previous 
Sunday, entertained a suspicion that some one was 
perpetrating sacrilege. They proceeded together to 
the church, calling aloud to any person who might be 
therein to come forward and deliver himself up at once 
to the police, who were in attendance. No response 
was heard, but presently they discovered the sexton 
emerging from the aisle in his shirt sleeves. As the 
door on that side of the church was found open, they 
proceeded at once to examine the communion plate, 
which appeared all safe. The prisoner was then asked 
to explain himself, when he told two stories: the one 
being, that he had left his coat there, and had merely 
come to fetch it; and the other, that he was anxious 
to see that all was safe before retiring to rest. At all 
events, whatever the sexton’s intentions were, it did 
not appear that anything had been removed. It was 
mentioned, in extenuation of his offence, that he was 
rather intoxicated; and as he wasa newcomer, having 
been highly recommended to his present employment, 
the hon. and rev. gentleman expressed no desire to 
visit him with further punishment than his dismissal 
from office.—Mr. Jardine told him that the case was 
very suspicious, and hoped he would profit by the le- 
niency now shown towards him. 

MARLBOROUGH-STREET.— Mr. Edward Crawshay 
was summoned before Mr. Bingham for an assault on 
Mr. A Clark, stationer, Jermyn-street. Mr. Clark 
said he kept the post-oftice in addition to his business 
of a stationer. On Monday the defendant came to the 
shop to put some letters into the box. A little dog 
that the defendant had with him ran into the parlour, 
and as complainant expected that an attack would be 
made on his cat he drove the dog off his premises with 
his umbrella. ‘The defendant immediately assaulted 
him by striking him with a stick across the shoulders 
repeatedly. The complainant said he had no wish to 
press the charge against the defendant. If the de- 
fendant would apologize for the blows he had 
given to him, and pay a sovereign to the subscrip- 
tion for the relief of the starving Irish, he would 
be satisfied. Mr. Crawshay contemptuously replied, 
he should not think of apologizing to a person like the 
complainant.—Mr. Bingham thought it would be ad- 
visable for Mr Clark to take the case to the sessions. 
—Mr. Clark said such a course would be very incon- 
venient to him, and he therefore wished the magistrate 
to deal with it summarily.—Mr. Bingham inflicted the 
penalty of £5.—Mr. Crawshay here addressed some 
words to Mr. Clark, upon which Mr. Clark said he 
had been addressed in threatening language by the 
defendant, and he claimed the protection of the court. 
—Mr. Bingham immediately ordered the defendant to 
find good bail to keep the peace.—Bail was procured 
immediately, and on payment of the fine the defendant 
was liberated 

WestMInsTEr.—A CABMAN Rerusine A FARE.— 
On Saturday, Mr. J. Trotter, M.P., attended at this 
court, to prefer a complaint against Edward Robinson, 
the driver of the cab 265, for refusing to carry him, 
Mr. Trotter said that on Friday, the 12th instant, on 
leaving the House of Commons, he went up to de 
fendant’s cab, and desired to be driven to his residence, 
98, Eaton-place. The defendant refused to open the 
door of his cab unless the complainant undertook to 
give him 2s., which was double the fare. Complainant 
refused to accede to his demand, and asked defendant 
for his number, when he told him in an insolent tone 
to look for it himself. The defendant, however, 
shortly afterwards gave the joup ainint a false num- 
ber, stating that it was 264.—Defendant, in reply to 
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the charge, said he had refused to take the gentleman, 
but that was on account of the bad state of the roads. 
He had given the gentleman the wrong number en- 
tirely by accident, as he sometimes drove 264, and 
thought at the moment he answered the gentleman 
that he was driving that number at the time.—Mr. 
Burrell observed that the bad state of the roads could 
be no excuse for demanding double the fare.—Mr. 
Trotter having interposed in the driver’s behalf, Mr. 
Burrell said that, in consequence of the complainant 
having kindly interceded for him, he should only fine 
defendant 20s. and costs. 

SoutHWaRK.—On Wednesday Inspector Cowling 
attended before Mr. Cottingham, accompanied by Mr. 
Joseph Scott, the young gentlemen who, on Monday 
last, while labouring under a fit of mental excitement 
in a railway carriage, attempted to jump out on the 
journey between Folkestone and the London-bridge 
terminus, as noticed in another column. When the 
circumstances of the case were detailed to Mr. Cotting- 
ham, and as the young gentlemen referred to had no 
friends in attendance, he recommended that the 
inspector should procure him a lodging until his 
relations, who reside at Liverpool, were made ac- 
quainted with his situation. In accordance with this 
advice the inspector wrote to Liverpool, and, on 
receipt of his letter, Mrs. Scott, the mother of the 
young man, despatched one in reply, expressing the 
pain and anxiety she felt on her son’s account, and 
her desire that he might be forthwith sent down to 
Liverpool, attended by a genileman named Kelly, 
who had come from that place specially for the purpose 
of accompanying him there. The letter referred to 
was produced by Inspector Cowling, and, when the 
magistrate perused it, he addressed Mr. Scott and 
inquired whether he felt sufficiently recovered to be 
enabled to bear the fatigues of the journey home ? 
Mr. Scott, in reply, said that his health and mind were 
completely reinstated, and that he was quite well 
enough to undertake the journey ; he at the same time 
mentioned that he felt rather indisposed on the pas- 
sage from France, which was very much increased 
during the progress of the railway carriages, and to 
which was mainly attributable the fit or paroxysm 
with which he was seized while on the journey. He 
could assure the magistrate that his illness did not 
arise from any excess or indulgence in wine or spirits, 
but that it was produced by over-excitement on reaching 
his native shore——Inspector Cowling said that the 
damage he committed on the journey was confined to 
the breaking of some glass in one of the windows of 
the carriage in which he came from Folkestone; that 
Mr. Pulsford, of the South-Eastern line, on being 
made acquainted with the precise condition of Mr. 
Scott’s mind when he arrived at the terminus, would not 
have considered it necessary to have him placed in the 
hands of the police if he had hadany friend with him, 
or if it had been known at the time where his relations 
lived, so as to make them acquainted with his situation. 
—Mr. Scott expressed his gratitude for the care and 
attention shown to him under the unpleasant circum- 
stances that had arisen, and, having thanked the magis- 
trate, left the court. 

HamMeERsMITH.—On Monday a young Frenchman, 
named M. Brtere, applied for the advice of the ma- 
gistrates in consequence of his having been summarily 
turned out of the house of M. Beuchet, at Hammer- 
smith, with whom he had an engagement as teacher, 
The complainant said that he engaged to serve M, 
Beuchet the first year for board and lodging only, and 
that from Christmas last he was to have £10 for the 
half year. On Sunday night, when he returned to the 
establishment, he was not allowed any supper, and, 
on remonstrating with M. Beuchet, that gentleman 
turned him out of the house. Inspector Morgan in- 
formed the magistrate that M. Beuchet was a teacher, 
who took contracts with the proprietors of boarding 
schools at a less rate than other French teachers would. 
He had got between forty and fifty of such contracts, 
and had brought over a number of young Frenchmen, 
like the applicant, to perform the duty, each having a 
regular walk, with an allowance of sixpence for ex- 
penses and sixpence for dinner. Similar applications 
had been made before. Mr. Paynter said it was not 
a matter in which he could interfere, and he would 
advise the applicant to make the best arrangement he 
could with M. Beuchet, and leave him.
